of a hydrometer, served as a fairly 
reliable indication of the qualities of 
these products. 


"Today, however, the specific grav- 


ity test is practically worthless as a 
check on the suitability of a gasoline, 
for example, for a given motor equip- 
ment. 
The reason why this is so Is 


thait many new oil fields have been 
opened up in recent years that yield 
petroleums ot very different physical 
and chemical properties 
and new 


methods of manufacture have been 
introduced that yield products having 
very different properties in no way 
related to the specific gravities.
